According to the Gas Appli-
ance Manufacturers Assn., a
modern household equipped
with all seven major uses of
gas actually employs at least
48 automatic controls. Today's
average gas furnace incor-
porates seven separate auto-
matic features. Thirteen more
“silent servants” are involved
in modern gas range cookery,
including time and tempera-
ture controls. In a gas refrig- |
erator there are seven con-
trols; six in a new automatic
gas water heater, five in a
unit of “direct” (room) heating |
equipment, eight in a gas|
clothes dryer, and two in a
modern smokeless-odorless gas
incinerator.
